‘Rent Increase 


Not Its Business. 

The report says the committee's attention 
was called to the great advance in rents 
during the past year, showing the greatly 
enhanced value of St.Louis real estate. In 
many cases, it says, these rent advances 
equal or exceed 3 per cent and it has been 
Suggested that the committee should rec- 
ommend corresponding gdvances in the as- 
sessment of real estate by the board of as- 
sessors. To such suggestions the commit- 
tee replied that such investigation and rec- 
ommendations are not within the scope of 
the resolution whereby the committee was 
created. 

In another part of the report the com- 
mittee says that while the tax rate for 
others has been raised in recent years the 
tax rate on merchants and manufacturers 
has remained at 20 cents per $100 ever 
since 1879 and that no part of the city’s 
increased taxation has been borne by the 
merchants and manufacturers. The rate 
for others than merchants and manufac- 
turers this year is $1.47 per $100, the com- 
mittee points out. 


Saloons Pay 


Heaviest Tax. 
+ The report includes a table showing that 
the saloonkeepers pay more than twice as 
much taxes as the merchants and manufac- 
turers of St. Louts, and that the. banks 
and trust companies also pay more .than the 
merchants and manufacturers. The table 
shows that for 1904 the merchants and 
manufacturers pay $531,667, the banks and 
trust companies $681,428 and the saloons 
$1,255,531.

 Stifling Smoke and Pitchy Dark- 
ness to Missouri’s Magazine and 
Closed Doors, Excluding Fire. : 


DELIRIUM AND THEN DEATH 
FOLLOWED THE AWFUL STRAIN

Seaman Bougart Leaped Overboard 
With Powder to Prevent Explosion 
and Was Seen No More—Gunner’s 
Mate MonsonsAnother Hero. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. ' 

PENSACOLA, Fia, April lo. —J, KE. 
Knight, the able seaman whose heroic ac- 
tion, with that of Gunner’s Mate Monson, 
gaved the fine ship Missouri from annihila- 
tion, is dead. 

The unselfish conduct of these two men 
will make a chapter: in naval history to 
further glorify the record of the men be- 
hind the guns. 

The death list from the explosion on 
board the battleship now foots up 33 of- 
ficers and enlisted men. Two others are 
certain to die within a few hours. 

The boatswain’s mate who was instantly 
killed and whose name was given in dis- 
patches as J. K. Peterson; was George C. 
Peterson, formerly of St. Louis. 

W. BPougart, an ordinary seamam, whose 
heroism is theught to have almost equalled 
that of Knight, is undoubtedly = dead, 
drowned in an extraordinary effort to save 
the ship. The dead landsman reported un- 
der the name of H. 8S. Cherbarths was Her- 
bert Schelbarth. 

Seaman Knight saved his ship, but the 
fiery ordeal through which he passed first 
drove him to insanity and them cost him 
his life. 

Knight was working in the handling room 
when the explosion took place. He was 
quickly surrounded by the flames and re- 
alized that in another half-minute the mag- 
azine would be reached. This would mean 
the destruction of his ship and his fellows. 

There was no one to order Knight. He 
was for the moment his own superior of- 
ficer.

WORE | FALSE FACE 


Father of Girl on Whom Young Man 
Was Calling When Shot Offers 
Reward for Capture. 


John Sensel of Ivy Landing, Ill., at whose 
home Hugo Hoffman was shot Thursday 


night of last week, has offered a reward | 


of $100 for the arrest and conviction of the 
would-be 
ed several men to the community, who are 
presumably detectives. 

Hoffman has improved rapidly during the: 
last few days under the careful nursing of: 
Miss Laura Sensel, whose guest he was 
when the shot was fired under the window. 

Hoffman says he distinctly saw his as- 
sallant. who wore a false face. He also 
says the man lowered h'‘s revolver to fire 
a second time, when Hoffman jumped to- 
ward the windo 


cers that he had closed the magazine and 
that the ship was saved, after which he 
gave way to a mad frenzy. 

When the officers and men realized what 
a noble sacrifice Knight had made for them 
and for his ship, many arms were placed 
about him, and he was actually kissed by 
some of the men. 

Knight's frenzy was at last subdued, 
whereupon he becarhe unconscious. By 
careful treatment in the hospital he was 
roused from his lethargy and he regained 
his senses so as to be able to ‘tell of much 
that had happened in the fiery hole, but 
the shock had been too great and he had 
inhaled so much flame that his life could 
not be saved. He lapsed again {nto un- 
consciousness last evening and died. 

Gunner’s Mate Monson was working with 
Knight in the handling room. There were 
four charges of powder piled up against 
the open doors of the magazine when the 
explosion occurred above. Monson began 
moving the powder back into the maga- 
zine and was engaged in this work when 
Knight closed the doors of the magazine. 

Monson went inside with one of the 
charges, threw it down and then helped 
pull the doors shut, thereby assisting in 
his own imprisonment, as he was shut in 
the magazine. 


IN WATER TO HIS NECK. 


The magazine was totally flooded with 
water, and when the doors were opened 
Monson was found standing to his chin in 
water and barely alive. 

There is some doubt as to the correct 
name of the seaman known In the list as 
W. Bougart,. but whoever. he may prove 
to be he has been awarded a hero's place 
by Rear Admiral Barker in his officia] re- 


port. ° 

While Knight undoubtedly saved the ship 
it is quite as certain that the vessel was 
threatened from more than one source, 
and that only for the action of Bougart, 
Knight might not have beén able to reach 
the magazine doors in time. 

Bougart was near a part of a charge of 
powder nearest the gangway when the 
charge in the gun exploded and threw 
flames and burning wadding out into the 
turret. Without a moment's hesitation, the 
seaman picked up in his arms the charge 
of powder and jumped overboard into the 
gulf. He wae carried under thé& water 
by his burden and was never again seen. 

While the fire was still at its height in 
the turret of death, Capt. Cowles made his 
way dewn the narrow entrance and up In- 
to the very place where the gun had ex- 
ploded. He reappeared in a few minutes, 
bearing an ordinary seaman in his arms. 

The man could not have lived another 
minute in the turret and was brought to 
the deck just in time for the surgeofs to 
save his life. He will live. 

The officers of the Missouri unite in en- 
thusiastic praise of their commander, who, 
they say, unhesitatingly led to the rescue 
of the men in peril within the turret and 
handling room. 


AMAZING REVELATIONS. 


The court of inquiry today began its in- 
vestigation into the cause of the disaster. 
It is predicted in some quarters that its 
report will be of a startling nature, one 
that will show that there has been de- 
veloped in the navy a condition | that 
jeopardizes the lives of many men when- 
ever a 1 is in target practice. 

Naval officers here were today open in 
their condemnation of those said ‘to be re- 
ponsible for the accident. . It is declared 
that there has been great recklessness 
and carelessness on board the various 
ships, merely that there might be made 
a world's record for rapid firing, and that 
the acts on the Missouri prior to the ex- 
plosion are perfectly plain. 

 Geanere Say they were expressly 

prodded to make the fastest possible 
time in firing. and that to do so it was 
necessary to have five charges of ‘pow- 
der, each weighing 550 pounds, placed 
within a few feet of the breech of the 
great guns during practice. 
If one of these charges became ignited 
the others were absolutely certain to 
explode, and this is what ts said to have 
happened on the Missouri. 


HASTE CAUSED ACCIDENT. 


There is little question here as to the 
manner of the accident. The men were 
loading the gun for the third shot. The 
second charge had left within the rifle 
a burning portion of wadding. In the 
haste to fire again the rifle was not prop- 
erly cleaned, and when the third charge 
was inserted there was an explosion. 
The flame was qommunicated to the 
powder lying nearby, destined for suc- 
ceeding shots. Thence it was communi- 
cated to the handling room, and, only 
for the action of Knight, the magazine 
would have been ignited and the vessel, 
with all on board, 
blown. to pieces. 
So great was the fear for the moment 
that the magazine would go that orders 
were given to back the vessel, and 8 
was headed for shoal watér, nine miles 
away. 
It is now discovered that an accident 
threatening a disaster similar to that 
on the Missour! happened a few days 
ago on the battleship Alabama, while 
engaged in e apermmental practice. 
The ship had fired one of the huge 
guns and another charge was about to 
be inserted and rammed home when 
there was an outpour of the “back- 
draft” of flame that had been blown 
back by the wind into the gun, which 
enveloped a sailor, burning him so badly 
hes he .° . the hospital.

BEEN BLOCKED 


They Also Discredit the Claim of the 
Japanese That Their Torpedo Work 
Destroyed the Battleships Petro- 
pavilovsk and Pabieda,

REPORT THAT PAINTER 
VERESTCHAGIN WAS DROWNED 


The Famous Artist Was a Guest of 
Makaroff and Was on the Flag- 
ship When the Ship Went Down 
With All on Board. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 15, 1:40 p. 
m.—The naval staff has no information 
confirming last night’s rumor that the 
Japanese have succeeded in blocking the 
entrance of the harbor of Port Arthur. 

Grand Duke Cyril is beimg brought 
back to Russia hy command of the Em- 
peror. 

At the Vladimir palace the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press was informed 
this morning of the receipt of a reassur- 
ing telegram from Lia Yang, where the 
grand duke has arrived with his brother 
Boris. 

The admiralty authorizes the Associated 
Press to deny Vice-Admiral Togo’s claim 
that the Japanese sank the Petropav- 
lovsk in a fight off Port Arthur. The of- 
ficials declare positively that theré was 
no naval engagement, excepting the to- 
pedo destroyer fight,-either preceding or 
following the loss of the flagship. 

A dispatch from Port Arthur, dated 
April 14, delayed in transmission, says: 

An engagement occurred at 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning between seven Rus- 
sian torpedo boats and the cruiser Bayan 
and Japanese warships. The torpedo boat 
destroyer Bezstrgshni was sunk. Five of 
the torpedo boat destroyers, with the 
Bayan, returned to the harbor at 7 a m. 

The battleship Petrovpavlovsk, ‘Admiral 
Makarofl’s flagship, Pobieda and Peresviet 
and the torpedo gunboat Gaydamak then 
put to sea. 

At 9:30‘a. m. a terrific explosion oc- 
curred beneath the Petrovpavlovsk and 
the ship went dowh in two minutes, The 
Japanese squadron, consisting of about 20 
ships, remained in sight until 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, 

It was in the afternoon. The fighting be- 
tween the opposing flotillas of torpedo boat 
destroyers lasted about an hour. The Bez 
strashni was surrountied by three Japanese 
torpedo boat destroyers and sunk, 

The Japanese boats then withdrew and 
the Japanese squadron appeared. on the 
horizon, whereupon the Russian squadron 
left the roadstedd, steering im the direction 
of the enemy’s ships, which retired. Soon 
however, the Japanese reappeared with a 
formidable force of about a score of war- 
ships. The Russian squadron returned to 
the -roadstead and took up a position in 
line of battle, ready to receive the enemy. 
The sudden explosion. which destroyed the 
Petropavlovsk occurred almost immediately 
thereafter, and the battleship went to the 
bottom.

VERESTCHAGIN WENT 
DOWN WITH MAKAROFF 
@N THE BATTLESHIP. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 15.—Up to the 
present hour not a single new dispatch has 
come from Port Arthur, although several 


newspaper correspondents are there. 
Vassili Verestchagin, the Russian painter 
of war scenes, was Vice-Admiral Makaroff's 


guest on the Petropaviovsk. It is reported 
that he was lost with the ship. 

Nicholas T. Kravtchenko, the well-known 
Ruesian literary man who was acting as 
correspondent for the Associated Press at 
Port Arthur, it is believed, went down with 
the Petropaviovsk. Telegrams to him re- 


main unswered. 
Verestchagin had been a spectator and 
‘participant in several of the wars of re- 
cent years, led by his aim to paint war as 
it actually is. Among his pictures are in- 
cluded battle scenes from the Russian war 
in Turkestan in 1867, the Russo-Turkish 
war in 1878, the Transvaal conflict, the San- 
tiago and Philippine campaigns of the 
Spanish-American war, and the Boxer 
campaign in, Chirm, made from sketches 
drawn on the spot. He accompanied —_ 
E n’s expedition in Turkestan n 
et ana fought ald sketched through the 
Russo-Turkish war, being severely wounded 
iege of Pieyna. 
ot ine shinition of his paintings at Odessa 
in 1900 included an allegorical painting de- 
picting the horrors of the Transvaal war, 
and the following year he visited the Phil- 
ippines and China and made many sketches 
of battlefields and soldier types, being fa- 
vorably impressed with the American sol- 
diers. In March, 1902, he visited Cuba at 
the suggestion of President Roosevelt to 
make sketches of the Santiago battlefields 
and the scene of the destruction of Cer- 
verads fleet, and subsequently came to the 
United States to paint a picture of the 
bat of San Juan, showing the American 
lin charging up San Juan hill. His fame 
rests largely on his pictures of the Na- 
poleonic campaign in Russia and in real- 
istic paintings on New Testament subjects.

RUSSIANS DENY 
THAT THERE WAS 


GENERAL BATTLE. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 15.—Rear-Ad- 
miral Uriu'’s statement that Vice-Admiral 
Togo’s fleet was responsible for the sinking 
of the. battleship Petropaviovsk at Port 
Arthur is officially denied here. A member 
of the general staff informs the Associated 
Press that the advices received do not show 
that a naval engagement took place ufiless 
the cornering and sinking of the torpedo 
boat destroyer Bezstrashni can be so de- 


nominated. 

The destroyer and four consorts were out- 
side scouting during the night. The Bez- 
strashni lagged behind and became lost in 
the mist. When day broke she tried to 
creep in along the coast but was dicov- 
ered, cut off, overpowered and sunk, only 
five of her crew escaping. «The fate of the 
other members of the crew is unknown, al- 
though it is believed that some of them 
may have been captured. 

That the Petropaviovsk was blown up 
by a mine placed at the entrance to the 
‘ of the chan- 
nel is the opinion entertained by the gen- 
eral staff. It is true that the vessel sank 
in full view of Vice-Admiral Togo’s fleet, 
which was seen on the horizon, but her 
loss was not caused through the agency of 
that fleet. There is a disposition, however, 
to raise a controversy as to whether the 
explosion occurred inside or outside the 
battleship, similar to the controversy which 
followed the destruction of the United 
States battleship Maine in Havana harbor. 
The fact that many. of the wounded, in- 
cluding Grand Duke Cyril, were badly 
burned, seemed to support the theory of 
an internal explosion, 
The first d‘spatch received from Rear- 
Admiral Grigerovitch, commandant at Port 
Arthur, distinctly stated that the ship 
struck a mine, but Rear-Admiral Prince 
Outokomsky’s telegram today refers only 
to an explosion, 

Grand Duke Bors, who witnessed the dis- 
aster from Golden Hill, in a telegram to his 
father, Grand Duke Vladimir, described 
rhow the ship lifted, at the same time being 
enveloped in flame and smoke and then 
turned turtie and sank in two and a half 
minutes. The awful horror of the catas- 
trophe can mentally be reconstructed from 
the .brief description containing in this 
telegram. 

The appearance of smoke or steam and 
fire was explained to the Associated Press 
PP member of the general staff, who 
said: 

“The ship may have touched a mine for- 
ward under her whitehead torpedo maga- 
zine, resulting in a second explosion, or if 
she touched the mine amidships her llers 
may have been exploded. Either hypethesis 
would account for the appearance of fire, 
emoke or steam. 

“I consider it certain that the Petropav- 
lovsk, as well as the Pobieda, struck mines 
laid to protect the entrance to the chan- 
nel. It is difficult to imagine how the 
mines drifted, as they were heavily age 
ed. The entrance to the channel is nar- 
row, but It was known to the commanders 
by the bearings. It is possible the — 
may have been carried by a strong tide 
into the mine fields.’’ 

When the attention of this member of 
the general staff was called to the Japanese 
claim that mines had been laid by their 
torpedo boats, he remarked laconically: “I 
do not believe it.’”’

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OFFICIAL VERSION 
OF THE SINKING OF 3 
THE PETROPAVLOVSE. 


ST. PHTERSBURG, April 15.—The Asso- 
ciated Press has obtained tonight what is 
practically the official version of the sink- 
ing of the battleship Petropavlovsk at Port 
Arthur, and it clears up to a great extent 
the mysterious features of that vessel's 
destruction. This version is as follows: 

Retiring before the advance of a superior 
Japanese fleet, which was not fighting its 
progress, the Russian squadron approached 
the entrance to the harbor. It was shortly 
after 8 o'clock in the morning and most of 
the officers and members of the crew 
were at breakfast on the flagship. Vice 
Admiral Makaroff was eating breakfast in 
his cabin and the wardroom was crowded 
with officers surrounding the tables. On 
the bridge Grand Duke Cyril, his friend, 
Lieut. Von Kobe, Capt. Jakvieff, command- 
ing the vessel, and two other officers were 
on watch examining the narrow eritrance 
preparatory to entering it. 


Ak about 8:30 o’clock there was a terrific 
explosion of the boilers, followed a few 
seconds later by a detonation from the 
well-stored magazines. 

Huge gaps were torn in the hull of the 
ship and the water rushed in. The center 
of gravity having gone, the ship rolled on 
her side and sank. Ali information tends 
to prove that a mine was responsible for 
the destruction of Petropvlovsk. 

The scene below will never be described, 
as, sO far as known, not a single person 
Mbetween decks succeeded in escaping. The 
hot steam which scalded the’ men on deck 
indicated what must have been the char- 
acter of the death met by those 
engine room. The men on deck were 
thrown in all directions, those falling into 
‘the water swiming and asping the 
wreckage to which some of them were 
able to cling. 

The remainder of the squadron immedi- 

ely stopped and lowered small boats and 
the torpedo boats steamed as quickly as 
possible to the rescue of the survivors. 

e escape of Grand Duke Cyril and 
Idjeut. Von Kobe was nothing short of 
miraculous. The force of the explosion 
sent Grand Duke Cyril flying across the 
bridge and the base of his skull struck 
an iron stanchion. Fortunately he did not 
lose consciousness. Believing that the ship 
was about to sink he clambered hastily 
down its side and boldly plunged into the 
water. He succeeded in reaching a plece 
of wreckage, to which he clung. The grand 
duke was in the water about 20 minutes 
before he was picked up by a torpedo boat. 
Lieut. Von Ko was so found swim- 
ming and was picked Capt. Jakovieff 
was thrown against a stanchion with such 
force that he was killed. 

Grand Duke Cyril's injuries were severe. 
Resides receiving a blow on the neck his 
legs were. burn and he suffered a serious 
shock. He was taken immediately to a 
hospital at Port Arthur, where his injuries 
were attended to.

O'BRIEN TRAGEDY THE CAUSE

Unless He Is Removed, Folk Men 
May Oppose Governor's Elec- 
tion as Delegate. 


As a result of the O’Brien tragedy and 
of the primary riot at Clayton two months 
ago, Gov. Dockery has decided to request 
the resignation of Thomas M. Jenkins as 
chairman of the state board of arbitration, 


~ |according to a report current in political 


circles Friday. 

It is said the governor has already pre- 
pared his letter to Jenkins, who will be 
asked to retire at once. 

Jenkins was appointed to the board of 
arbitration two years ago, soon after the 
law authorizing this body to settle strikes 
was passed by the legislature. 

He receives $5 a day during the sessions 
of the board 

In the fight between the Folk and Hawes 
forces at Clayton Jenkins took a conspicu- 
ous part. March 6, the day the convention 
was called, Jenkins directed the operations 
of a large number of men who surged into 
the probate courtroom where the conven- 
tion was held and « “Na ted havoe generally. 

Charles O’Brien, eu.tor of the American 
Celt, who died Tuesday of a skull fracture, 
made an ante-mortem statement in which 
he charged that he was assaulted in 
“Snake’’ Kinney’s saloon on Ninth street. 

Three days before his death O’Brien 
walked into the Folk gubernatorial head- 
quarters in the Equitable building and de- 
clared that Tom Yenkins had struck him 
in the jaw, and he exhibited a bruised and 
swollen face as evidence of the alleged at- 
tack. 

Folk ERI ee say that the discharge of 
annie will be a necessary preliminary . 
their indorsements of Gov. ckery as 
delegate-at-large to the Democratic here 
tional convention. 


JENKINS DENIES ASSAULT; 
O’BRIEN INQUEST CONTINUED. 


The absence of a juror, D. P. McCarthy, 
and the necessity for Coroner Funkhouser 


appearing as a witness at the trial of for- 
mer Deputy Coroner O'Keefe and William 
Hayes, former stenographer in the coro- 
ner's office, on charges of larceny, com- 
bined to cause a continuance Friday morn- 
ing in the inquest into the death of Charies 
O’Brien, editor of the American Celt and 
a Folk adherent, who died Tuesday at 
the Lutheran Hospital from injuries which 
he said were received in a fight in “Snake’”’ 
Kinney’s saloon. The inquest will be re- 
sumed Saturday morning at 9 o'clock. 

Thomas M. Jenkins, named by O'Brien as 
his assailant, struck the blow which caused 
his death, and ‘‘Kid’’ Sheridan and Kin- 
ney, Witnesses of the alleged assault, ap- 
peered at the coroner’s office Friday morn- 
ng, ready to testify. These three men did 
not appear at the beginning of the inquest 
Thursday, and officers reported that they 
could not be found. 

They said Friday morning, however. that 
they were at ther places of buS..ess for 
the greater part of Thursday. and that 
they did not appear as witnesses because 
they had not been subpenaed. 

Jenkins, Friday: morning, made a state- 
ment to the Post-Dispatch in which he. de- 
nied that he, Kinney or Sheridan had been 
in any way involved in causing the injuries 
which led to O'Brien's death. 

“I haven't talked before, and don't pro- 
pose to talk at any length now,’’ he said, 
“but I will say this much: It will be shown 
at the inquest that not only did I not strike 
©’ Brien, but that neither I, Kinney or Sher- 
idan had anything to do with him. 

“O’Brien was not in any fight in Kinney's 
saloon, and none of us injured him in any

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Earn Wages ?

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. Simon N, Pat- 
ten, professor of polit- 
ical economy in the 
University of Penn- 
sylvania, and Prof. 
Franklin H. Giddings 
of Columbia were 
both quoted im the 
newspapers as saying 
that the social prob- 
lem of thousands of 
married couples 
would be solved if the 
wife should continue,

to be a wage-earner after marriage. 

“The whole social problem would be 
solved,” said Dr. Patten, “were the wife 
to become an tncome-producer. I refer, of 
course, to young married couples where 
each before marriage was earning from $10 
to $12 a week, and I believe that each 
should continue a wage-earner umti] the 
husband's income has risen to at least $20.’ 

Prof. Giddings stated that the employ- 
ment of women tended to elevate the mor- 
als of the community, and cited the Freych 
middle class as the most moral and the 
most thrifty in the world.

There are a dozen no- 
taries in the department who take these 
acknowledgments. The fee was 2 cents. 
Then some enterprising notary cut the 
price to 20 cents, and after that came suc-

There is no money in taking acknowledg- 
ments at 5 cents apiece, and at a meeting 
of the notaries held recently a combina- 
tion, hidebound and copper riveted, was 
made, whereby the price was raised again 
to 25 cents, and all pledged to maintain it 
there.
